THE HONORED DEAD, 



Arrived at Halifax of H. M. S. " Blen- 
heim V With Sir John Thomp- 
Hon's Remains. 

The Body Lies In 8tate in the Legis- 
lative Chamber— Tributes 
of Respect. 



Halifax, Jan. 2 — In a pelting rain 
storm and under weather conditions of tbo 
most unpleasant character H. M. S. Blen. 
heim, bearing tho body of the late Sir John 
Thompson, arrived at the mouth of the 
harbor at 10:30 yesterday morning and ran 
in until almost opposite the York redoubt 
boforo tho firBt minuto gun announced her 
approach to tho thousands who had been 
waitiDg along tho wator front under a cloudy 
torrent of rain from oarly morning. Lady 
Thompson and daughters, who are the 
guests of hor undo, John Pugh, saw tho 
Blenheim coming up tho harbor from tho 
window of Lady Thompson's apartment. 

An tho vessel ateumed up tho harbor forts 
York. Naonab and George in turn saluted 
hor with minute guns. She camo to anchor 
oif tho Gun wharf at 2:15. On hor fore- 
mast at half mast Bho flew tho Canadian 
11 >g, and the whito onsign was hauled half 
way down tho main peak. Tho Dominion 
cubtomB steamor Argus, with Louis Costo, of 
the publio works department, superintend- 
ent of tho funeral, Sir John Thompson's two 
Bons, Sir Frank Smith, Sir CharleB Hibbert 
Topper and Hons. J. J. Curran, T. M. 
Daly and A. R. Angers, and the Imperial 
government steamer Lily, with Colonel 
North, chief staff oflicer of the garrison, 
who takes charge of tho military funeral, 
Rev. Dr. Murphy, secretary to Archbishop 
O'Brien, and Father Moriarty, of Sb. Mary's 
cathedral, ran up alongside tho Blenheim 
and transferred their passengers. They 
woro received on tho quarter deck by Com- 
mander Poe, of the warship, and Senator 
Sanford, and eonduotod to the cabin where 
the remains of tho lato Premier lay in state. 
. At 3 o'clock part of tho after deck of tho 
warship was romovod tho coffin gently' 
hoisted over the deck, paBsod over the Bide 
and lowered on board the steamor Lily 
Tho coffin was covered with a Canadian flag 
wrapped in crape and bore a wreath of 
laurel placed on it by tho Qaeon, and also 
Hen. Mackenzio Bowell's wreath. On board 
the Lily the coffin was placed under a tar- 
paulin in the bow, four bluejacket- standing 
at full attention on each sldo, whiie around 
tho entire rail of tho steamor was a thick 
black line of royal marines in grey coats 
and black helmets, presenting a most impos- 
ing picture. Whila tho coffin was being 
lowered on board the Lily the band played 
the " Dead March in Saul " and thn ship's 
guns discharged fifteen mournful salutes. 
On the Gun wharf, assembled to receive the 
remains, were the Earl and Countess of 
Aberdeen, General Sir Montgomery Mooro 
and Btaff, Lieut. -Governor Dowdnoy, Mayor 
Keefo and the members of the city council, 
Colonel Humphrey and officers of the 66th 
battalion, Colonel Egan and offioera of the 
G.'trd battalion, Colonel Curran and 
offioera of the Halifax garrison ar- 
tillery and the colonels and of- 
ficers of tho King's Own regiment 
and royal artillery and royal engineers. 

Tho ooffio was taken from tho Lily by 
eight sergeants of tho royal engineers and 
plaood upon a gun oarrisge, to which .vero 
attached four blaok horsoa Two hundred 
mon from the King's regiment formed a 
guard of honor to tho right and left of the 
corpse. Tho funeral procession, headed by 
tho band of tho King's regiment, and fol- 
lowed by all tho militia and military digui- 
taries and the chief pallbearerB and a dele- 
gation of braves from tho Micmac Indian 
reservation, procoodod along Water street 
and through Granville Btroot to the parlia- 
ment buildings, where tho body is now ly- 
iug in Btate. 

At 8 o'clook this morning tho legislative 
counoil chamber, where lie tho remaioB of 
tho late Sir John Thompson, was opened to 
the public and a continuous at roam of people 
passed in and out all day. So great was the 
crush that aoveral times tho doors had to bo 
closed. The floral display in the mortuary 
is very elaborate, tributos having boon re- 
ceived from all parts of tho Djminion. The 
weather is fine and visitors continuo to ar- 
rive by every train and boat to witnosa tho 
coremonieB to morrow. 

Ottawa, Jan. 2 —(Special) —A special 
trum for Halifax left at 10 o'clock last 
night. On board wore Hon. Meaarr. Hag- 
gart, Patterson and Wullaoo, members of 
tho government; Spoaker White, Arch- 
bishop Duhamel, Judge Burbidge, Senator 
Sullivan, Messrs. McKay, Cargill, Metcalfe, 
Corby, Hodgina, Boyd, Cootsworth, Bry- 
son, Cochrane and Guillett, M.P.'s; Deputy 
Ministers Newcombo and Panot, and Lan- 
covin, eiork of Sonato. A detachment of 
Dominion police under Sergeant Slade was 
also on board, 

Sir A. Caron has issued a notioo that in 
respect) for tho memory ot tho lato Pr imo 
Minister, public oilioes will bo closed until 
1 o'clock to-morrow.

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 



Danger Threatening the 8itaation— 
Japan Suspicions of Chinese 
Good Faith. 

Will Hon. Mr. Foster Be Allowed 
to Represent the Chinese 
Government. 



Washington, Jan. 2. — Dangor threatens 
the peace negotiations between China and 
Japan, and from present indications it is 
exceedingly probable that hostilities may be 
renowod with even greater vigor and the 
cry of " On to Pokin !" bocomo onoo more 
the slogan of the Japanese forces. Despite 
a prevailing belief to tho contrary, it ia not 
unlikely that the Japanese government will 
be disinclined to mako a further postpone- 
ment of tho aotual commencement of the 
negotiations in ordor to await tho arrival of 
Mr. John W. Foster, the Chincso advisory 
consul, and it is oven probablo that arrange 
ments for the settlement of tho dispute will 
havo boon completed boforo Mr. Foster 
roaches Hlroschima, whore tho representa- 
tives of both the warring powers will meot. 

Ic has been known for somo time that tho 
Japanese government is auspicious of tho 
good faith of their enemioB in tho overturos 
for a suspension of the war. FirBt camo 
tho Detring affiir, in whioh Mr. Detring waB 
sent to Japan ostensibly for tho purpose of 
making terms of peace, but) roally armed 
only with " a lotter from tho Chinoae oourt" 
— to use his own expression — dirooting him 
to make inquiry into tho prospects for set- 
tlement. Whon Mr. Djtring's mission 
failed, tho overturos cn whioh tho present 
negotiations aro based were made by China 
to Japan through Mr. Denby, tho American 
minister at Pokin, and Mr. Dun, the Amer- 
ican minister at Tokio. Japan expressed 
its willjngnosB to treat with China if tho 
Pokin government would send an ambassa- 
dor, duly accredited and armod with full 
powers to negotlato a peace treaty. The 
Chinese government said it could hardly 
agreo to such a proposition until it knew 
thobasiB on whioh tho Japanese wished the 
arrangements for peace to bo made. Al- 
ready inalined to look with suspicion on the 
Chinese professions of good faith, tho Jap- 
anese government found in this answer 
ample confirmation of its growing belief 
that the Chinese were attempting to ascer- 
tain what their enemies would seek from 
them as indemnity in order to bo pre- 
pared with arguments to secure a modifica- 
tion, and it was for this reason that Vis- 
count Matau, the Japanese minister for 
foreign sffiirs, declined to have furthor 
dealings with Peking on tho Bubjoct until a 
peaco ambassador was appointed. After 
somo delay China appointed not one but 
two envoys, and it wan thought that the 
negotiations would begin in a very short 
time. But a fow days ago the appointment 
of Mr. Foster wub announced, aa counsel to 
the Chinese ambassadors, nnd it is believed 
that the Chinese envoys will ask Viscount 
Matau to suspend tho commencement of 
aotual negotiations until Mr. Foster has 
arrived at tho place of mooting. 

The Jap«noee peace commissioners aro not 
likoly to pivo any formal recognition to Mr. 
Fostor. Ha will certainly not be allowed 
to attend the sittings of the commission, 

Crovlded he arrives at Hirosohima before its 
usinoBs is conoluded, and if frequent re- 
quests for adjournment are made by the two 
Chinese envoys in order that they may eon- 
suit with him, the Japanese commisBionors 
will probably refuse to procoed further un- 
less these rc'questB cease. 



ARCHDEACON WOODS. 

Death of this Well-Known Clergyman after a 
Ministerial Career of Almost a Half 
Century. 

Westminster) Jan. 2.— (Special)— The 
Vonerable Archdeacon Charles ThomaB 
Yt'oods diod this morning at St. Mary's par- 
sonage, Sapperton. This venerable clergy- 
man has been ill for a long timo and Mb 
death was not unexpected. The sacrament 
was administered at 8:30 o'clock by Rov. 
Mr. Croucher, and a few minutes afterwards 
the end camo so quietly that tho watchers 
thought he had lallen asleep. tVrchdoacon 
Woods was born at ParsonB Town, Ireland, 
seventy years ago. Ho loaves four sons and 
five daughters ; ono, Rev. Father Woods, of 
St. Ignatius college, San Francisco, who has 
just concluded a series of sermons at tho 
R C. cathodral, Viotoria. Ho also haB three 
sons in Now Weatminstor, Rov. Phiiip 
Woods and Mossrs. C. E. and B. M N. 
Woods. Archdeacon WoodB graduated at 
Dublin University ; waa ordained deacon iu 
1849, priest in 1850, and arohdoaoon of Brit- 
ish Columbia in 1868. Ho was principal of 
the Victoria collegiate institute from 1860 
to 1808, rector of Holy Trinity, New West- 
minBter, from 186S to 1S6S), and rootor of 
St. Mary's, Sapperton, from 1860 to the 
present. 

A SERIODS and most distressing aooident 
occurrod tho weok before Christmas to Alex. 
Meoa, wol 1 known in Victoria. Whilo out 
on a shooting expedition near Clinton with 
a companion, tho latter took u shot from the 
aloigh in whioh they were seatod. Tho gun 
mieeod fire, and in passing it over to Meoa 
a fow seconds after, tho ohnrgo exploded. 
It passed through thp floahy part of Moea' 
arm, and striking his knee cap, completely 
shattered it. Tho injured man was brought 
to Clinton, and Dr. Sanson and anothor 
physician woro compelled to amputate tho 
leg above tho knoo. Mees waa cue of the 
finest built mon in tho province, boing over 
six feot two inohes in hoight, and aa strong 
aa a lion. Ho had only takon up a small 
farm near Clinton a fow woeks previous to 
tho acoident. General sympathy la folt for 
him in hie misfortune, and as a practical 
ovidonco of it a couple of hundred dollatH 
was collected in a fow hours at Clinton to 
assist him in dofrayiDg tho txponaes which 
his accident had caused.

The Canadian Premier the Recipient 
of the Honor of Knight- 

h °° d - 

Unexpected on His Part It Is Parti- 
cularly Prized— Warm Con- 
gratulations. 

Loudon, Jan. 2. — Among the New Year's 
honorB announced is the conferring of the 
order of Knight Commander of St. Michael 
and St. Georgo upon Hon. Maokonzie 
Bowell, Premier of Canada. Hon. Cecil 
Rhodes, Premier of Cape Colony, ia appoint- 
ed a member of the privy council, . and 
George Nownes, member of parliament for 
the Nowmarkot division of Cambridgeshire, 
and tho editor of Tidbits, tho Strand Maga- 
zino and the Westminster Gazette, and 
Prof. Jamca Emorson Reynolds, M.D., 
F R.S. , preaidont of the Royal College of 
Physicians, have been created buroneta. 
IUron Cromer (Evelyn Baring), tho British 
agent and consul gohoral in Egypt, and W. 
H White, chief uonst.ruotor of the navy, aro 
made Knight Commanders of the Bath. 

Tho TimoB, commenting on tho selections 
made, Bays: "A colonial stateBmaD, or 
tho Englishman in tho colonies, must do 
far greater things than tho Englishman 
who stays at homo, in ordor to win his way 
to that essentially imperial distinction, the 
membership of tho privy council. Tho ab- 
sence of the peerage is everywhere com- 
mented upon. Lord Rosebory's sense of 
the ridioulous ia too keen to allow him to 
add now mouibors to tho house ho desireo 
to abolish." 

Halifax, Jan. 2 —(Special)— After the 
announcement that the honor of 
knighthood had been conferrod upon 
Premier Bowell by Her Majesty, 
Sir Mackenzie communicated the fol- 
lowing : " Tho honor was entirely uuox- 
peoted on my part, and thoreforo particu- 
larly prized. The terms on which it was 
given woro stated in His Excollenoy's letter 
to be for long and useful public Bervice. On 
that ground I have accepted. My only 
wish is that 1 may not only be found worthy 
of that honor but of the continued esteem of 
tho Canadian people." 

Ottawa, Jan. 2 — (Special)— The clerks 
of the Privy Counoil department forwarded 
a telegram of congratulation to Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell on the honor which the Queen 
has been pleased to confer on him. 



ILL-STAKESD HONEYMOON. 



Two Days of Married Happiness- 
Then the Destruction of the 
Home by Fire.

J. K. Smith's Serious Charge 
That a Rival Set Torch to 
His Residence. 



Mr. JameB K Smith, who on New Year's 
eve bocame a happy benedict and the pro- 
prietor of his own oosy home, early this 
morning saw his house and the greater 
part of its comfortable furnishings destroyed 
hy fire before bis eyes — and was helpless to do 
anything to save hie property from destruc- 
tion. He was not like many an improvident 
suitor ; be get his cago beforo he brought 
tho bird home, and when Miss Hunter be- 
came his bride she waa at enco Installod as 
mistress of her own establishment — 
a neat two story frame residence- 
on Haughton street, Spring Ridgo. 
The very night of the wedding, when 
all should havo been happiness, dis- 
cord wa8 introduced by an incident which 
waa both painful and embarrassing. A. 
young man named MoMartin, who had been 
Mr. Smith's rival for tho affections of Mias 
Hunter, in disappointment and angor at- 
tempted to end his lifo by jumping into the 
well iu Mr. Smith's yard. This Mr. Smith 
told SergeantB Levin and Hawton as they 
stood in the firo-light this morning and 
watched tho flamoa mako wreck of tho new 
homo. Mr. Smith explained that MeMtirtin 
was reBCuod from tho well by MrB. 
Smith and a lady companion, and then 
repeated throats that he had made before 
agaiust his former object of affection and 
the husband of hor ahoice. Mr. Smith fur- 
thor informed tho polico that MoMartin had 
on moro than ono occasion threatened in 
distinct terms to burn down the houso and 
to kill him, and ho thoreforo folt justified in 
aBking for his arrest, Tho fire, which waa bo- 
yondtho water supply, thoughwitbintho city 
limits and with which the brigade could, 
thorofore, do nothing, was apparently of in- 
csndlary origin. MrB. Smith hoard 
Bomo one about the house and 
went to Bleop with somowhat norv- 
ouo apprehensions ; ehe awoke her hue- 
band a short timo af tor with the startling 
information that tho houso had beon aot or.

NANAIMO. 

Nasaimo, Jan. 2. — The miners' mooting re- 
sulted as predicted in the Colonist. Sup- 
erintendent Robins submittod a proposition 
that the men continue for six months longer 
at the present acalo. This was thoroughly 
discussed and finally aooepted, owing to the 
face that the present outlook in the ooal 
market continues gloomy and uncertain. 

Nanaimo has several inohes of boow to 
assist in covering up the Bins of 1894, and 
1S95 Btarts with a clear clean sheet. Great 
interest is already being manifested in the 
coming civic elections. Committee meet- 
ings, ward meetings and citizens' meotioga 
are all tho go. The temperance poople 
claim to be able to make a strong fight. 

PLIJKPER PASS. 

Plumper Pass, Jan. I. — Tho past year 
has been a progressive one for this district 
and many ohaogos havo taken place, indi- 
cating the prosperous condition of the 
neighborhood. Things havo improved in 
every way and the islands year by year are 
gradually attaining increased prominence 
Tho work of clearing the land haB been 
steadily proceodod with, more settlers have 
arrived and tho number of new buildinga 
erected is the direct evidonoe of their am- 
bition and energy. School houses have been 
built and a new school district formed, 
while the application for the formation of 
another sohool district tends to provo an 
increase in population. Farming has been 
followed up with success, a deeper 
interest being taken this year judg- 
ing by tho number of exhibits mado 
at the Victoria and Westminster fairs. 
Sheep raising hae been found to bo the most 
profitable industry and is oarried on exten- 
sively. Mr. W. Grimmer, of Pender island, 
tho largest sheep owner, has been making 
large importations of thoroughbred stock, 
and has now one of the finest ranges in the 
Province. The island sheep aro much 
sought after, being superior in quality 
ts many others and commanding a 
better price. Horticulture and dairy- 
ing hava also boon receiving the attention of 
tho farmers, and tho islands may bo said to 
bo entering upon an era of activo agricul- 
tural development. The entire absonce of 
crime is a matter of congratulation, and 
shoop and cattle stealing aro now things of 
tho paBt. Saturoa island awakenod itself 
to the necessity of a post office and storo, 
both of whioh have been built. Pondor 
island, whioh four years ago was inhabited 
oy three or four settlera, hus a population of 
over forty and boasts of a church and Bohool 
houBO. Boring for coal was commenced on 
this island Into in the fall and tho drill holo 
is now ovor 1)00 feot deep ; and good resulta 
may be autioipalod in the noar future. 

Good prospootB aro in storo for Galiano 
island. The wharf whioh will bo shortly 
oxtonded will permit tho better landing of 
Btoamers. Post office facilities will then in 
all probabilities bo afforded tho place. Tho 
Now Vancouver Coal Company, of Nanaimo, 
who aro tho owners of some 3,500 acres of 
land on this island, intond ro-Burvoying it 
this Bummer and will put it on the market 
in 160- or a blocks. 

A pleasing ontcrtainmout took place in 
connection with the Mayno Island sohool on 
Monday, Dsoember 21th, when tho spaoious 
school room was fillod with people to its ut- 
most standing oapaoity. Never boforo havo 
the ohildron shown their capabilities to auch 
an oxtent, and it is gratifying to lfcarn thai 
some of thorn will bo propared this coming 
year for admittanoe into tho High sohool. 
Trustees Maoklin and Deacon congratulated 
the children upon their success ond Bpoke in 
eulogistic terms of the teacher. Mr. J. 
W. Sinclair was presented with a musio 
stool, subscribed for by tho young poople in 
appreciation of his kindness in contributing 
music at tho social gatherings of tho inland. 

Tho special sohool meoting called to eleob 
a school trustoo in plaoe of H. Maoklin, re- 
signed, has been adjourned to tho 8th 
January.

ARMENIAN SITUATION. 

Gladstone's Attitude Criticized- Js the Inquiry 
a Farce?— Chauncey Depew's 
Address. 

London, Jan. 2— All of the morning 
papers referred yosterday to the visit of the 
Armenian deputation to Mr. Gladstono on 
Saturday. Tho Diily News warmly ap- 
plauds Mr. Gladstone's denunciation of the 
Turks. 

The Standard deprecates such prejudicing 
of the case as that indulged in by Mr. Glad- 
stone, whose " ifs," it says, wore merely in- 
serted for form's sako. 

The Post asks why Mr. Gladstone did not 
enforce the Berlin treaty when ho assumed 
power in 1890, bo that the Armenian out- 
rages would have been prevented. 

The Times saya Mr. Gladstone's rotiromont 
from public lifo is final, but it would bo 
well for Turkey to reflect in her own in- 
torost that in tho Armenian matter Mr. 
Gladstono, with littlo personal effort, and 
no personal ambition whatever, might play 
tho part ho is at present taking. Ho has the 
whole British publio opinion behind him, 
and if the Porto dofiod Europo his appoal 
would bo oapablo ot producing all, perhaps 
moro than all, the effouts he contemplates as 
moroly contingent. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2. — Tho Moscow 
Gazette pillories the Sassoun investigation 
commission as a farce. It asks why tho 
powers do not give llio Porto so many days 
in which to decide whether it will fulfil tho 
treaty of Berlin, and if an unsatitiactory 
answer bo given co-operate to enforce the 
treaty. The Gazette refors to tho reports 
assorting that tho governor of Van holdH 
twenty Armenian Haiduks who wore taken 
in rod-handed rebellion, and declares that 
this is a trumped up lio. It suggests that 
tho Haiduks woro bribed to act an scape- 
goatB and swear anything that tho Porto 
dictates. 

New York, Jan. 2. — Chaunooy M. De- 
pow delivered an addrosa on tho Armenian 
atrocities. Ho began by saying that the 
yoar 1891 had been a peculiarly unhappy 
one. The world had boon visited during 
tho year with revolutions, both social and 
financial, but the crowning causo of unhap- 
pioess, and thu ono which left a bloody 
atain upon tho history of tho yoar, was tho 
murder of tho helpless Armenians by tho 
Turks. " It behooves us as public spirited 
oitizens to begin the now yoar with a pro- 
test against the outrages at Sasooun. The 
peace of Europo is only maintained by an 
ovor increasing armament. At Washington 
all may bo Bllent, but America, with 05,. 
000,000 voiceB, will, in a languago cf hor 
ov?n— tho univorsal language of tho globe— 
pioteBb In oarncst tone h that cannot bo mis. 
takon against the slaughter of our follow 
Christians."

IN IERNATIONAL ARBITRATION- 

Departure of an English Ir.p. With an Address 
Signed by Almost Four Hundred 
lit ruber si 

LONDON, Jan. 2.— William Randall Cra 
mer, ridioal member of parliament for 
Shoreditch, sailed for New York on the 
steamship Teutonic to-day as dologato of 
the English advocate of international arbi- 
tration. Ho will take with him an addreBB 
signed by 354 members of the British parlia- 
ment in favor of the proposed treaty of ar- 
bitration between England and tho United 
States. Mr. Cramer Bays that the signa- 
tures to tho addresa wore confined purposely 
to members of parliament not officially con- 
nected with the government. Among them 
aro mosb of the Liberals, the IriBh members 
and many Conservatives and Unionists. 
Mr. Cramer will dollver a copy of the ad- 
dress to President Cleveland and overy 
membar of congrosa. Tho intention ia to 
use the momoriol to oBaist the adoption of 
Senator Allibon's resolution. If this resolu- 
tion should be adopted there 1b good grounds 
to believe that tho British government will 
readily enter into negotiations for an arbi- 
tration treaty. 

Mr. Cramer has long been ad advocate of 
arbitration to take the plucj of wor, and 
finee 1S75 has been the secretary of tho Ia- 
teroruioml Arbitration League and editor 
of the Arbitrator. By trado Mr. Cramer is 
a carpenter and joiner. He formed tho 
Amu gamated Society of Cirpontora and 
Joiners, and was tho first secretary of tho 
International Workingman's Association 
Both as speaker and writor ho has long boen 
known as a leader among politic .1 working- 
men and trade unionists In London. Somo 
of his addrossos have been translated into 
tha principal Europoan languuges and large 
ly circulated. In ISflO tho President of 
Franca conferred on him tho cross of the 
L-gion of Honor. 

The Daily News says editorially : " The 
example which the proposed troaty of ar 
bitrtuion would sot can hardly bo over esti- 
mated. If it lasted a quirter of a century 
it would probably last forever. Wo cannot 
conceivo any reason against an equal inter- 
est on tho part of both powerB."

Russia's Minister of Foreign Atl'dirs

London, Jan. 2. — A Berlin dispatch 
says : A socialist member of tho reiohstag, 
Xiubtol, at a maes meeting last evening, 
said that he thought an early dissolution of 
the reichBtog waa certain through the rejec- 
tion of bills providing for the construction 
of now ironolads, an increase of the strength 
of the army and the institution of various 
roforms in the impoiition of taxes. 

It is announced that the Russian govern- 
ment has decided to settle the Pamir ques- 
tion in the most amicable manner. The 
terms of settlement contemplato large con- 
cessions to tho claims of Great Britain. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the only 
remedy for the existing state of things in 
Newfoundland is the immediato incorpora- 
tion of that province with the Dominion of 
Canada. 

The French minister of tho colonies, it ia 
said, has received a sablzgiam stating that 
the natives had attacked the French expedi- 
tion in the Congo country, killing eighteen. 

The Globe asserts that arrangements are 
boing made for a daily ocean mail service 
between Southampton and Now York. 

A laundry in Edgoware road was burned 
thia morning, eight persons being burned to 
death. 

The disabled steamer Sarnia has been 
towed into Belfast. 

It is reported that M. do Giora, the Rus- 
sian minister of foreign affairs, whose ill 
health has frequently been referred to re- 
cently, is dying, It is reported that the 
Russian ambassador to Austria, Prince 
Lobanoll Rottovikl, who is now on a special 
mission to Rome, having been charged to 
announco to the Popo tho secession of Czar 
Nicholas to tho throne of Russia, will sue- 
ceed M. do Glers as Russian minister of 
foreign affairs. 

It is reported fror" Dolagoa b„y, Africa, 
that the rebellious natives n,tta:ked two 
Por'ugueae gunboats on tho Ixcomati river, 
arrested their paasago and killed t he officer 
in charge. 

The steamer Labrador, which irrived at 
Halifax from Liverpool Saturday ovening. 
mado tho paaBago in six days and five hours, 
which is the fastest ever made to that port 
from Livorpcol. 

Two thousand mon on Saturday attacked 
a convent farm at Staminlti, Austria. Tho 
police eent to tho Bceno were ovnrpowored 
and tho military had tn be culled upen. 
Twenty arrests wero made. 

The Woziri tribesmen who latuly attacked 
the escort of tho British com nission en- 
gaged in delimiting tho Punjib frontier, 
havo boen contplotoly beaten and no longer 
provo a inenaco to tho British forces. 



BRITAIN AND VENEZUELA. 

Relations of the Two Countries Dwelt Upon 
by the International Arbitration 
s usiety. 

London, Jan. 2. — The international canal 
arbitration society has sent to Lord Kim- 
borley, secrotary of tho foreign office, a re- 
solution of tho comtnittoe concerning tho 
dolay in tho settlement of Great Britain's 
disputo with Vonozuola, aa to tho boundaries 
of British Guiana. The committee dirocta 
actontion to Proiincnt Clovoland's roforenco 
to tho subject in his kst message, and em- 
pbaslzss the seriousness of Groat Britain's 
roaponaibility in tho matter. Aftor Bpoak- 
ing of the eooioty's provlous lottor 
on the subjict tho committee's communi- 
cation conliuues ; " Wo beg the govern- 
ment to stato what Venezuelan claima aro 
unsuitod to arbitration. Wo loam that 
Venezuela would willingly ontor into 
explanations ltktly to load to a modification 
of such claima. Proaidont Cloveland muat 
havo baen duly advised when he deliberate- 
ly suggoatcd that the subject as a wholo 
could be fairly comprised within tho terms 
of amicable arbitration." Tho committeo 
expresses upproval of Mr. Clovoland's aug- 
goslion that the first step toward a settle- 
ment should bo an effort to restore diplo- 
matic relations botwoon the countries, and 
praise tho govornmont for its friondly ad- 
vances to thia ond.

Tho dignity of Knighthood conferred by 
Her Majesty tho Queen upon tho Premier 
of this Dominion, aa a New Yoar'a gift, 
may well bo regarded aa something more 
than a distinction boBtowed as a more 
formality in accordance with what has of 
late years become custom with roapoct to 
the heads of Colonial governments. Faithful 
and useful public service being taken aa the 
tost, it would bo hard to find a man more 
eminently qualified for membership in tho 
order of Sc. Michael and St. George. Mr. 
Howell was one of the moat valued adviaera 
of Sir John Macdonald, and was equally 
respected by Sir John Abbott and Sir John 
Thompaon. It may well bo taken for 
granted that tho personal afjeotion and 
eateem of thoae successive Chioftaina for 
their able colleague would long ago have 
found expreaaion in Becuring Knighthood 
for him had not Mr. Bj well's unaasumiug 
modoaty made him distinctly averae to 
the propoaition. Now, however, the case is 
different. The Governor-Ganeral having 
thought fib to reoommend to Her Majesty 
that hia chief adviser should be Knighted, 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell was not the man to 
court notoriety by declining the honor 
so juatly conferred upon and worthily borne 
by bia prodoceaBorB in office.

offered £'2,000 Hut as the larger Bubaidy 
wua not accepted, Mr. Blake, it ia urged, 
need not have said anything about it. 

Tho reader doea nob got tho improaaion 
from tho London corrospondonco of tho Now 
York Irish Times that the Home Rulo 
party will be inconsolable when Mr. Blake 
returns to his native land. This is itB 
allusion to Mr. Blake's retirement : 

Mr. Edward Blake haa taken about tho 
only course open to him in inaiating on not 
atanding again for an lriah constituency at 
tho next gonoral eleation. Tho fact ia that 
ono of his blazing indiscretions In tho oourao 
of hia American tour In tho autumn has 
very muoh come homo to roost. It will bo 
remembered that ho then declared that 
Lord Tweedmouth had offered the Auti- 
Parnellite party a cheque for £2,000, "either 
in his own n&mo or anonymously, as was 
deemed moBt expedient." The offer was 
refused, but the fict of its having been 
made romiins inoontrovortiblo. Acoord 
lugly, Mr. Speaker's advice is to bu askod 
on tho point aa one of a breach of privilege 
ourly In tho now seaaion. A well known 
Irish Unionist haa looked Into tho matter, 
oud convinced himself thab thoro are good 
roaaons for «uch a motion. 

UN WISELY SENSITIVE. 



The Hon. Edward Blake i8 no dcubb a 
man of groat intellectual powor. He is a 
man of wide intelligence, and as a apeaker 
ho haa but few equala. Yet with all hia 
ability, all his knowlodge and all hia accom- 
plishment!: Mr. Blake haa nob been aucceaa- 
ful aa a political loader. In Canada every- 
one reapootod him for hia ability, hia integ- 
rity and for tho purity of hia life, yeb it ia 
doubtful if ho had oven one enthuaiaatic fol- 
lower. Ho oroated no enthuaiaam. Men 
were nob ready to cheer him and to fight for 
him through thick and thin, whether he was 
righb or whether he waB wrong. It 
is queBtionable whether Mr. Blake 
approvee of this kind of partiaanahip. 
It ia quito cortain that he did not encourage 
it. When ho retirod from Canadian politics 
hia party no doubt regretted the departure 
of so able a debater und so estimablo a man, 
but they did nob mourn for the loss of a 
leader. 

It now appears that he occupioa vory 
much tho aamo position in tho Iriah Homo 
Rule party that he did in the Canadian 
Liberal party. Ho is respected, but not 
loved. Tho proapect of hia returning to 
Canada dooa not fill hia fellow Homo Rulera 
with grief. Thoy oontemplato tho oortin- 
genoy coolly and philoaophically. The Lon- 
don correspondent of tho Liverpool Mer- 
cury, which ia a Liboral paper, in view of 
Mr. Blako'd probablo retirement from the 
liold of Imperial politics, aaya this : 

Mr. Blake, who arrived from Canada a 
few years ago to aasiat tho Irish National- 
ists in fighting their cause in Parliament, 
haa soon becomo either homesick or die- 
gustod with the House of Cominona. Hie 
first uppoarauco at tho Eighty Club will still 
bo remembered. Ho had not thon boen 
hoard in Parliamoor, and, from tho official 
poBition he held in Canada, great woro tho 
oxpectationa both of IriBh Nationalist!) and 
Englieh Liborala rogarding him. Tho up- 
poaranoo ho then made wua disappointing ; 
bub ho haa proved himaelf to bo a man of 
onormoua volubility and of an impartial 
cast of mind. Hia main effort in 
Parliament waa to give to tho homo 
rulo agitation a conBtltutional character, 
and to support it by constitutional reasons, 
derived from Canadian example, and experi- 
ence. Beyond this ho proved rather a fall- 
uro in the Houeo. He was not intimaloly 
familiar with tho details of Irish grievances, 
and whon hia constitutional argument a were 
no longor applicable to the questions under 
consideration, ho waa doomed to silence, and 
a good Nationalise tradesman proved a moro 
serviceable champion of the Iriah cause than 
Mr. Blako. Ho haa, no doubt, found out 
his inhorenb weaknosa, and ho will hoar 
with satisfaction tho announcement, of a 
gonorul olootion, which will allow him to 
roturn to tho country whoro ho haa earnod 
his laurola. 

Tho London corroapondont of tho Scots- 
man does not appoar to bo groatly improaaod 
with Mr. Blake's ability as a statesman, and 
ho evidently dooe nob look upon tho less 
whioh tho Liberal party in Groat Britain 
will suatain, as irroparablo if tho member 
for South Longford dooa no; proooub himaolf 
for ro-oloctiou. Ho says : 

I undoratand that Mr, Blako does nob in- 
tend to offor himself for re-election in tho 
now Parliament. HIb experience of parlia- 
mentary llto at Woatmlnstor has not boon 
such aa to encourago him to prolong it. He 



The Emperor of Germany iB groatly dis- 
pleaeod when ho aoea criticism unfavorable 
to himBelf and his polioy in tho German 
nowepipers. Thoso newspapers are not 
permitted to reproduce comments on the 
Emperor that appear in the newspapers of 
foreign countries. An influential German 
journal, Yorwarta, aaya that " tho docroaoe 
in roapeot for tho Empire i8 evident in the 
commonta of foreign nowapaporB upon the 
Kaiser and his aotiona, which commonta it 
Is impoaaible to rcproduco in Germany." It 
it quite evident thab the statement whloh 
Yorwarta ventures to publish must have 
quite aa bad an effect on the 
publlo mind in Germany aa the "com- 
ments " whioh the newopapors are not 
allowed to publish could poaaibly have. 

It aeema strange thab with tho example of 
Eogland before him, the Emperor of Ger- 
many should, as far aa he is concerned, 
attempt to put any restraint on the Frees. 
The English newspapers are perfeotly free 
to aay pretty much what they please about 
tho Queen and the Royal Family, yet very 
little that iB either unkind or disrespectful 
ia Baid of Hor Majesty in any respectable 
liritiah nowapaper. Sometimea there are 
criticisms on some member of the Roya' 
Family in the Engliah newspapers, bub it is 
vory seldom thab the canons of good 
taste and good aenae aro transgressed 
iu those crlticiama. Tho peifect freodom of 
tho British Proaa has done more to uphold 
Royalty in the Queen's dominions than it 
haa to injure it or to lower it in tho estima- 
tion of the people. Queen Victoria haa had 
no roason to complain of the way in whioh 
tho newspapers of tho Empiro havo used 
the freedom thoy enjoy. We believo it 
would bo the same in Germany If tho news- 
papers of that country were allowed to dla- 
ouaa political quoationa and political per- 
aonagea without restraint.

Ib Is wonderful how the state of things 
described by the Commercial Advertiser 
oan be permitted in a oountry presumably 
olvlllzed and Christian. Ib is very ques- 
tionable if the state of sooiety whioh is al- 
lowed to exist in Georgia to day iu any im- 
provement on thab of the pagin aavagee 
who inhabited it beforo it wbb discovered 
and aettlod by olvilizid men who profooBed 
to be guided by tho teauhingB of the religion 
of love.

Tho moat doplorablo dietreea exists in 
soino parts of the Stato of Nebraska. There 
are districts in that State in which vory 
little rain has fallen during tho luut three 
years. Tho crops havo to it greater or leas 
extent been failuroa in thoae yours. The 
consequence ia that tho farmers living in the 
arid region are quite destitute. They havo 
sold everything auloublo to buy food and 
clothes und have como to tho end of their 
resources. Tho condition of tho poople ia 
truly pitiable. Thoy havo not enough 
nouriBhiag food to oat, and their 
alothing ib too old and too scanty 
xo keop thorn warm. To muko tho condition 
of tho unhappy pooplo worso tho woathor is 
piercingly cold. Ib has boen found on in- 
quiry that 2,980 familiea are in this pitiable 
condition. Efforts aro of oourao being mado 
to rolievo tho anfferera, but they wero luto 
in being commoncod und the rolief ia alow in 
reaching thoso who need it. It ia Baid that 
the Stato (J jvernmont are going to do some 
thing to help tho a III iotod pooplo, but It does 
not appoar to be In a hurry to procure for 
them tho food and tho clothes that aro now 
absolutely nocesBary to keep them alive. 

Wo havo Boon, tho diatroaa in Nebraska 
instanced in a Canadian paper to show how 
groatly superior Canada iB to tho United 
Statea aa a country to live in and to emi- 
grote to. It aeema to ua that boasting of 
bhia kind is vory unfeeling and exceedingly 
ill-timed. Ib looka aa if thoso Canadians 
were njoioiog over tho miaery of their 
neighbors and trying to make capital for 
their country out of a viaitatiou of Provi- 
dence. It ia no fault of the inhabitants of 
tho olllicted State, or of its Government, 
that little or no rain has fallen on parts of it 
for the last three yoars. Ib does not appear 
that tho Bettlers ever aufferod in the 
same way or to anything like tho 
same extent before, and it ia prob- 
ablo that thoy never will again. 
No one cjn tell how soon aomo promising 
part of Canada may bo olllicted in the aamo 
way. At any rate, Canadians can find 
plenty to say in favor of their country with- 
out inatibuting comparisons that are worso 
than invidioua between it and parts of tho 
United Statea that uro suffering from a 
calamity which thoy have not brought on 
themselves. We do nob think that such 
comparisons are calculated to do this coun- 
try any good, and wo are very certain that 
they do not redound to the credit of those 
who make them.

L YNOH1NO IN GEORGIA. 

Lynching outrages are, it appears, be- 
coming more frequent than ever in the 
United Staten. The people of mony parts 
of the great republic are in the habit, on the 
slightest provocation, of taking tho law in 
their own hands. Some of the sontoncea of 
Judge Lynoh are horribly severe, and it 
sometimes happens that his prisoners are 
exooutod without even the form of a trial. 
Respectable Amerioan newspapers condomn 
lynching in the sovcrcst terms possible but 
it dooe not appoar that tho unspairing 
condemnation of tho murderous practice 
has tho slightest eOoct on tho public mind. 
This iB what the Commercial Advertiser of 
Now York Bays about a lynohing which 
latoly took place in tho Stato of (ioorgia : 

Aa our dispatches Bhow, tho killini: of a 
white firmer by a aolored farm hand haa 
reeultod in a general uprising in IjrookB 
County. Inetoad of procoediug, according 
to law and civilized uaago, to arreat tho 
murderer tho whole countryside ia in arme, 
a mob of several hundred white men haa sur- 
rounded a negro settlement bone on killing 
ovory human being in it, and airoady s<won 
black men havo been shot to death. Moun. 
tlmo the colored mon aro arming alao, and a 
fioroo and sanguinary conflict muat roBult 
unloBa lmmediato atopB aro lakon to dieporBO 
and disarm tho riotera. Of couroo tho ro- 
sponsibility of thia allocking abate o[ affaire 
la placed instantly upon the negroes. Tho 
murder of the whito man, if murdor it 
was, is alloged to have boon but un incident 
in a conspiracy to kill many others, and tho 
violence and oruolty alroady exhibited ore 
extenuated on tho plea of eolf dofenoe. 

Tlio country would be more roady to 
atoopt this explanation but for tho ntorios 
of organized crime that oomo to ub from tho 
counties of Murray, Gordon and Whltofield, 
whore, it is alloged, an oathbound organiza- 
tion noarly ono thousand strong haB terror- 
izod tho distriot for monthB, committing 
countless murders and numborleBB robberiea 
and assault:) and other crimoa, upon the pre- 
text of "regulating" their nc^hbom. It 
io quite oasy to understand how thia sort of 
"regulation" might, in llrookH County, 
bring about just mioh a war of extermina- 
tion aa is in progreaa thoro and may Bproad 
to other districts and States, 

What is far more to tho point in account- 
ing f jr this outbreak of erimo is tho habi- 
tual rocourBO of the pooplo of tho South to 
lynch law. They have attempted to justify 
tho hanging, shooting and burning of 
negroes at tho stake upon tho plea that 
swift and torrihle retribution is necossary 
for the protection of whito women, and havo 
established tho principlo of personal ven- 
gcanco in plaoa of lawful punishment. Hab- 
ituated as they ore rapidly boooming to tho 
aubatltution, it ia not eurpriaing eithor that 
tho whites should oomo to rogard death as 
punishment for ovory offonco, roul or other-

The conference of Christians, which had 
been in progress for throe days in Omineca 
hall, cune to an end Tuesday, when special- 
ly interesting addresses were delivered by 
Mr. MoClure, the visiting evangelist from 
Los Angeles. The community in this city 
now numbers about eighty members in full 
communion.

Preparations have been made 
at tho church, whioh is hung in deepest 
mourning, to make the maea as impressive 
aa possible, The members of the provincial 
executive, publio officera and officials will 
be preHent at tho maBa, which will bo cele- 
brated by Bishop Lammeoa. As a mark of 
respect the oivic offices will he closed from 
9 a m. to 1 p.m.

Tho preliminary hearing of I ho case of 
Peter Bellinger, oharged with selling a child 
into slavery, opened yesterday before Magis- 
trate Macrao in the provincial court. The 
uccused was not represented by couasol and 
appeared particularly sullen ond out of 
temper ; ho listened attentively to every 
word utterod by Kyuquot Jchn Tsalvi oikinne 
and muttered angrily in regard to tho diffi- 
culty of getting " justico " when little 
Arthur was under examination. On tbe 
conclusion of Indian John's evidence he 
ronaod himself and took advantago of his 
right to cross examine. He had only one 
question to ask, but it waB pertinent and well 
put. As the testimony had to be inter- 
preted and re-interpreted, but slow progreBii 
was made, and when John left the witneBS 
box the time for an adjournment had oomo. 
The oano now atandB remanded until Friday 
at 10;45 Littlo Arthur still retains his 
terror of Bellinger— ho declares that the 
man is not his father, and oeoms very de- 
cided upon tho important point if hia own 
identity. 

Hi'b name he soys, is Arthur Limour, and 
hia father was John or Jud Lamour— hois 
not <|uito sure as to tho first name. Jud 
Lamour was eight or nine yoars ago one of 
tho best known characters in Minnesota, 
and between that state and the Michigan 
lumber woodH. Ho was a keen speculator, 
his operations being chiifly ia timbor limits 
and franchises, and his pot vice was gambl- 
ing For a time he enjoyed the distinction 
of boing tho moat successful aB well aB the 
boldest gambler in tho Middle and Western 
StateB, then ho dropped out of tho publio 
viow and his whereabouts aro unknown. 
Seven years ago — Maroh 15, 1887, is sup- 
posed to havo been littlo Arthur's birthday- 
John Lamour was making Chicago his head- 
quartora aud dividing his time botweou that 
city and northern Michigan, so it ia not im- 
probable that Arthur is hia Bon. Jud 
Lamour gave his namo to Lamour, Minn., 
and was o memhor of tho first legislature of 
tho tetritory of North Dakota. 

Whon tho chargo sgainBt Peter Bellinger 
was takon up last Monday tho accused 
asked for a remand in order to retain u law- 
yer and tho adjournment was granted. 
Yesterday he appeared in court unuccom 
panied by any legal adviser. He had sent 
for Mr. Mills, ho informed tho court, but 
that gentleman had not como. Under the 
oirournataoces it was decided to proceed 
with the hearing. 

An effort was first made to elicit hia story 
from tho boy, but the child, confused by the 
attention attracted to himself and the sight 
of so many strange faces, was useleBS aa a 
witness. 

He was given a seat in the witness box at 
first — from whioh he slid at once 
to the floor, whore he saw 
graater opportunities for play. Thon, 
to facilitate the examination, His 
Honor oallod tho youngHter up and gave him 
a Beat on the bench, remarking as he did so 
that Arthur was now without doubt the 
youngeat magistrate in the emplro. 

His rapid elevation only increased the 
child's contusion. He eoemod doubtful as 
to whether he should laugh or cry. Finally 
he decided that he wanted to play, with 
Mr. Huasey aB a companion, the Superin- 
tendent having aUo taken his place beside 
the magistrate in order to more convenient- 
ly conduct the examinion. A few ques- 
tions woro thus put and answers secured, 
and thon officer Hutohiaon waa also promot- 
ed and for a few moments conducted the 
examination— tho child being more at home 
with him than with anyone else. 

HiB name, he said, was Arthur Lamour 
and ho was "past seven yeara old." He 
had gone to school in Michigan, his 
teacher boing a Miss Ribot, but had never 
gone to a Sunday sohool. At Mias Ribot'a 
he had learned to spoil cat and dog and rat 
and many other ofher words. 

He first saw Petor Bollinger in Ohassoll, 
Miohigan. He know Peter well, bull he 
didn't) want to know him. It was while go- 
ing to school in Chissoll that Peter took 
him away one day — took him away in a 
wsgon. He did not know how long ago all 
this was, but it was in the summer timo. 
Killinger brought him on the cars to Wash 
ington — to a place called Yakima. 

As the information given by the ohild was 
only drawn from him with tho utmost diffi- 
culty tho magistrate at this juncture de- 
cided that ho could not bo satisfactorily ex- 
amined in open oourt for the present at 
least, and tho frightened ohild gladly oo- 
cep'od pormiaaion to roaumo hia Beat under 
Constublo Hutohiaon's protecting care. 

John Tsalwoikinno of tho Kyuquot tribe 
was then sworn as a witnoas und Rav 
1'athcr Nicolayo aa interpreter. John wua 
with llollinger and tho boy, ho said, on tho 
schooner Favorite when they were paBaon- 
cora from Victoria to Kyuquot laBt fall. 
Kallinger at that time told tho Indiana re- 
turning from tho Boaliug, of whom witness 
was one, that ho had beon in businoRB 
keeping a store, but that hia wifo 
had died, und he had thon taken to drinking 
and lost everything. Tho buy ho aaid waa 
his, und after tho mothor died and ho had 
loot all Iub property, ho had found it neces- 
sary to come West and to the Indians 
to get work. Bellinger udoii tho schooner 
took so little care of tho child that 
witnots as well aa tho other Indians 
drubted that tho boy was Ilia Bon. 
Sioing that tho fathor took no pity on the 
li tie follow, tho Indian did — gave him food 
>md put him to bed. On arriving at Kyu- 
quot tho witness had gone up tho inlet firh- 
ing and loBt night of Bellinger and the child

for a time. When ho returned to Kyuquot 
both had gone from there. Afterwards on 
going up to Dygoklesat (or Checklesat) to a 
potlach ho had seen tho prisoner atd the 
boy there — this would be possibly two 
months aftor he (witness) returned from tho 
inlet. Witnees romaincd at Dvgekelsat 
about six days, ami Bellingor and the boy 
during this timo wero living at 
the house of an Indian known 
as Tiqult, the owner of a small 
fchoonor. Witness did not know what 
tin whito man was doing; he himself was 
busy with the potlach. Aftor the potlach, 
in tho evening, he (the witness) went to the 
house of Toutanoae, tho second chief of the 
Dygckolesats, with whom he had boon stay- 
ing. Ho was there when Bellinger brought 
the boy ; so wore Toutanoao and Matinsk, 
his wife, and many others. The prisoner 
Bald tho boy for $90 to Toutanoao, and Tout- 
anoao paid him the monoy all in coin. As 
Bollinger counted over tho money witnoss 
saw two gold pieces— one large and one 
smalloi— the other money making up the 
$00 being silver dollars and halt dollars. 
After counting the money Bellingor tied it 
up In a handkerchief— a white handkerchief 
with flmall red Bpota. Then he told 
tho child that he was going to 
leavo him with the Indian, and 
the boy began to ory. The Indian 
women could not get him to stop. Finally 
tho prisoner oallod to him to "ahut-up," 
and tho child in fright coaaod hiB weeping. 
Tho prisoner had offered tho child for sale 
and had brought him to DygekoleBat to dis- 
poso of him. As aoon as the money was 
paid over, Bollinger went away in one of 
tbe oanoea rolurnlng to Kyuquot. Wic- 
nnaB hoard no words of parting or of en- 
dearment and prisoner said nothing nbout 
returning for tho boy at any later date. 
Bellingor remained at Kyuquot until the 
Mamie came there, and then hearing 
that seven white sealing captains 
woro on board, hi hid himself until 
they should have gone away. He hid be- 
hind a pilo of shmgles for two days and 
nighta, the storm keeping the steamer in 
harbor all that time. Witness Baw him 
whon ho came out of hia hiding place, and 
he waa then shivering with oold and in great 
hunger. Tho accused said nothing, but all 
the Indians had understood that his foar of 
the whito men was on account of his having 
Bold tho boy. Tho prisoner did nothing 
aftor Belling tho boy — ho had a sore leg and 
he remained in his houss. When the 
steam schooner Mischief ctme, tbe accused 
again went into hiding behind the oamp. 
Tho police came ashore und t h ) Indians told 
them where Bollinger had gone. They 
mado Bearch and found him hiding in the 
hollow of a burnod oadar treo. The noxt 
ho saw of tho boy was when he went with 
tho police to got him from Chief Toutanoae. 

This concludod John's evidonce in chief, 
and Iielliugor croaB examinod. 

"Ask him how ho knows tho money he 
saw paid me was paid for the boy ?" 

" Bocaueo I Baw you coming in with tho 
child ; I saw you recoivo the money and 
givo tho ohild to Toutanoae, and I saw you 
go away without tho child," was tho ready 
unswor. " Whon I saw tho money I asked 
what it waa for and Toutanose told mo in 
your prcsonao that you had brought tho 
child to Bell to him and he had bought him 
and paid you tlio SOU. You had wanted 
$100, bur, ho said ho would givo §1)0 aud you 
took tho $90 " 

" I've nothing more to ask," muttered 
tho prisoner. 

Tlion John waa requoated to sign hiB de- 
position, und tho usual preparations wore 
mado for tho recording of John (his X mark) 
Tsalwoikinno. Tho gentleman with tho not 
uncommon givon namo aud tho moro un- 
usual surnamo had a littlo surprise roady 
howovor, und ho quickly subscribed him- 
self, "John Toalwoikinne," in a noat, round 
hand. 

"Oh yes, I write my name," ho replied 
to tho expression of surpriso grooling thiB 
porformanoo. 

Tho oubo thon wont over until Friday at 
10:15 a.m. 

Considerable light is thrown upon tho 
oaao whero it has previously beon all dark- 
nosa and speculation by the reoeipt of the 
following toiegram to tho Colonist last 
ovening :

Poter Bellinger, arrested for selling an elght- 
yoar old boy 10 an Indian tribe on the West 
coast of Vancouver island, lived horo for many 
years. Ho moved to Chassoll, this atato, four 
years ago, ai d from tlioro oloped with a seven- 
teen your old girl, lo f'lnpr one wifo and family, 
but taking with him hln stopaon, Arthur Lam- 
our. Tho boy will bo brought back hero and 
cared for by hia mothor, 1'otor Bellinger is 
liartlally crippled and a thorough rascal and 
boat, . „

FliOST IN FLORIDA. 

Frown Fish Driven Ashore— Immense Destruc- 
tion Among AH the (Irons Through- 
out the State, 

PENSACOLA, Fla. , Jan. 2 — Tho boaoh is 
covered with largo quantities of frozen fieh 
driven up by tho strong north wind of Fri- 
day and Saturday. Experienced fruit- 
growers do not think the orange trees in 
this Bootton wero killed by the frost, aa the 
woathor haa been so dry that they contained 
but little sap. Another oold wave is advan- 
cing, and it ie feared will do muoh damage. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. '2— Tho firat 
reporta of Florida's loss in citrus fruits wero 
not exaggerated. The boat oatimato in 
oranges waa $5,000, 000. 

Tho moBt oiroful computation is that 3,- 
000,000 boxca wero on tho trees. Prosldont 
Fairbanks, of tho Florida Fruit Exchange, 
says practically all aro destroyed. An ovor- 
ago box of orangea would bring in tho mar- 
ket SI 75, bo that tho losa of 3,000,000 to 
growers, tho labor engaged in tho boxing, 
»riu shipping, transportation and commis- 
sion, would amount to $5,250,000. No eBti- 
mato has beon made on tho loss to other 
fruita and to vegetables. The snap has 
largely killed tho scale, ono of tho deadliest 
orange pests, and exterminated tho whito 
fly, whioh was becoming aotivo in some 
grovos and threatened the State.

The " Keweenaw ? ' and 'J Montserrat " Snp- 
posed to Have Keen Sighted Decern' 
bur !). 

A press dispatch from Sun Diego, rocoiv- 
od on New Year's day, Bays : Capt, 
Fidelius, of tlia schooner. Aziioa, which 
arrived with lumber yosteriUy honi Tacoma, 
recalls l hi '»oi t h»c he saw two steamers 
off Capu r .iu.y on the evening of 
December 9, unioh, it is thought, 
were probably the niieBing Keweenaw 
and Montsorrat. The gale was at its 
height and it se« mad that the vessel he 
took to be the Keweenaw had been nut- 
Bide the Struita and past Cape Flat- 
tery, but encountering the storm had 
turned back and lay tu under the Cape. 
About dusk aDOther qteamer, probably 
the MonlBerral, passed down the StraitB 
and sainted tho Kewoonaw with threo 
whistles, the latter responding with the 
same nnmbor. The steamers approached 
within speaking distance and after aomo 
talk between them both turned and went to 
sea, doubling the Cape and passing out of 
sight forever. The Az»lca went out a couple 
of hourB lator. 

The gale was kioking up a terrible soa, 
the dtotts were deluged and water floodnd 
the cabin. Tho deck load shifted and I ho 
schoonor drifted helplessly until morning, 
when tho captain mado out that ho waB sovon 
milea from Cape Bealo. Tnero were 
three distinct seas meetiog ciT Flattery, 
Recording to the skipper, one from the 
northwisti and one alongaida from the 
southeast, the latter tho Btronger, and the 
current from tho Straits, whioh, meotiug 
the southeast sea, raised such a oommotiou 
it is a wonder any vessel lived through it. 
Tho Azalea wan taken up and thrown down 
llko a book upon the fl jor by the sudden anil 
uncertain sea, straining the vessel to bur 
utterirost.

W. J. Dwyer will Book re- 
election, John McMillan boa been asked to run 
and A J. McLoonan and John Kinsman aro 
all spoken of. Ex Aid. Bragg haa alao been 
urged to Btand again for his old ward. 

Central Ward bo far has not many candi- 
dates. Aid. Humphrey will again ask 
election and Aid. Styles and Vigeliua will 
probably come forward also. Mr. John 
Partridge has about mado up his mind to 
come out in d^ for<!Dco io the wiahes of his 
friends and Mr. S L Kolly haa already an- 
nounced himself. 

For South Ward, Aid. D. R. Harris will 
onter the tie Id, while Messrs. John Hall 
and Hedt«y f'tiapman, have icsuod their 
cards, and John Jardino and Win. Prout 
are liaely to bo candidates aiBO.

FILTRATION AND OTHER METHODS 

To the Editor :— The communication in 
your Sunday issue undor the heading " The 
Consulting Eugineor " bears the oar marka 
of a disgruntled professional, and the writer 
soema to have had three objects in view : — 
(1) To insinuate in a very unfair way that 
Mr. Hawkes, "tho American," waa incompe- 
tent to give advice on tho Mibjiot in ques- 
tion ; (2) to score Aid Keith- Wilsou for 
having the CDurage of hia convictions, and 
endeavoring to create the Impression that 
some other motive than that of tho cityj in 
toroBta was guiding his actions ; and" (I)) 
that those who opposed the endeavors of 
Aid. VVilaon in tho waterworks matter must 
of necessity be wise and patriotic. In giving 
vent to hia spleen, the writer of the lottor 
has forgotton to furnish any substantial 
facts in proof of his assortlona, and while 
eneering at tho unpatriotic effort of tho 
aldormanic quartette who voted to cm- 
ploy Mr. Hawkes, very inconsistently 
closes by recommending that either 
of two distinguished engineers mentioned in 
former correspondence — presumably his own 
— be retained to suttlo the "simple" matter 
of filtration plans Geo of theao ia a Can 
adian, tho othor an Amorican, but from a 
local standpoint, " foreign." If my memory 
serves mo right, ono of these " difitiu 
guished " eogioeura was employed by Vic- 
toria on a former water ques'ion. and ad- 
vised the completion of tho " Hendry reser- 
voir," Whioh was afterwards condemned UB 
impracticable in that it would not accom- 
plish the des<red ood — supplying Victoria 
with increased proa-iuro. S.i you see, Mr. 
Edi'nr, that u man may havo an American 
and British reputation and yot givo bad ad- 
vice ou so simple a point aa tho pressuro of 
water when p.saiDg down bill in u pipe. 

What exporionce Mr. HawkeB may havo 
had in tho acionce of gathoring, purifying 
..-nd diatributiug water, I havo no kn.iwl- 
o Jgo of further than that ho stuttd to tho ald- 
ormanic board that ho had been employed 
us enginoer or aeaiatant with men, and such 
corporations. It would havo been 
an easy matter to have made in- 
quiries in regard to him, but of 
course the truth might have shown that he 
was quite compotont to givo advice on 
water filtration, and it would be tho right 
course to act upon the aame. 

Although " British Columbia " incon- 
sistently recomrnondB that a "distinguished " 
engineer bo aBked to settle tho point ho 
virtually olaims that so simple a matter as 
the preparation of filter bod plans could bo 
placed in the handa of any engineer. Why 
condemn Mr. Hawkes if 1 1 lib be the case ? I 
believe there are methods for filter con- 
struction which have proved the world over 
to be perfect in their work of purifying 
water. Anyone who can read can learn ot 
the materials used and the manner in which 
tho work Is performed. Mr. Wllmot, the 
city engineer, should be and no doubt ie, 
able to prepare the necessary planB. 
" British Columbia " believes this, and yot 
praises thoBo aldermen who voted for wast- 
ing the oity's money by askiDg for 
competitive plans, which " British Colum- 
bia " also soys would necessarily be 
alike. Now, Mr. Editor, that resolution to 
aak for competitive plans is simply a specious 
device for staving off tho work of improv- 
ing tho water at Elk lake during the pro- 
sent winter, when workmen are ao anxious 
to be employed. The Mayor evidently re- 
cognizes the ruso, for competition has not 
been advertised for. In fact, the opposition 
to the methods advocated by Aid. Wilson 
has been carried on becauso of professional 
jealousy on tho one hand and interested en- 
mity on tho other, the general welfaro and 
interest of Victoria being the last considera- 
tion. 

While I am not ono with Aid. Wilson in 
his projeot for improving and increasing the 
E'k lake water supply, yet I bo- 
llovo that he haB from tho first 
desired to advance Victoria's interests 
In the courso ho has pursued. The mistake 
he mado was in not securing an expert's 
opinion in tho first place on supply, prcs 
sure and filtration, and then when submit- 
ting the by-law providing exactly how the 
money borrowed was to be spent. It 
would havo then been an easy matter to 
have proceoded with its expenditure as pro- 
vided. It was his first experience among a 
number of accomplished wire-pullers, but as 
he ia a man of industry and intelligence he 
will have gained an exporienco which will 
bo valuable In his connection with civic 
monagement during the coming term. It 
would bo a real loaa to Vie'oria if a man bo 
able and loyal as Aid. Wilson should refuso 
to again ally himaelf with tho direction of 
tho city's business, for tlioro ato too 
fow compotont business mon who aro 
willing togivotho time to tho city that in- 
telligent discussion and management of its 
uffairs rrquire. Tho sneers and insinuations 
of questionable motives from au anonymoua 
and untruthful source should not prevent a 
liood man from doing what ho bolievos is 
calculated to advunce the progress of tho 
city in which bo resides and in which ho 
has a largo personal interest. 

I have reason to believe that a very con 
siderabla portion of Victoria's electorate re- 
cogni/, 3 that Aid. Wilson has dono very 
much to improve tho methods of carrying nn 
civic work, and will be much aurpriatd if ho 
is not atrongly urged to continue his good 
oIliceB during anothor term.

Commander in-Chief of the Sal- 
vation Ai'uiy Arrives in 
Victoria. 



An Immense Audience Hear 
Si> ale on the Darkest Eng- 
litud Scheme.

Yeaterday wai a qrand field day with the 
Victoria corps of the Salvation Army. 
With banners waving and bandc playing 
they marched to the outer wharf to weloomo 
General Booth, their commander- in chief, 
on his arrival from tho Sound. The Victoria 
soldiers were reinforced by the Nanaimo 
band, which united with the local army 
band and played inspiring aira along the line 
of march. 

Aftor all the preparations mado for the 
reception in tho city hall at half-past four, a 
delay at Soattlo and a head-wind In the 
Gulf mado tho atoamer Kingston late in ar- 
riving, and it was not till aftor 5 o'clock 
that Bhe roaohed port. There was a long, 
cold and uncomfortable wait, but tho Salva- 
tionists kept tho band music going and mado 
tho best of it. When lha Kingston 
did come thoy " fired volleys " of repeated 
and hearty welcome in their loader's honor. 
On stepping ashore tho veteran General was 
received by tho army aud by Hon. Mr. 
Justice Crease, whoso gueBt ho is to be dur- 
ing his stay. 

Without delay tho procession marched to 
tho city hall. Pooplo had been waiting 
there for an hour or more and, when the 
procession arrived, there was not sufficient 
standing room for all. 

Mayor Tcague led tho way to tho plat- 
form, followed by General Booth, his A. D. 
U-i Col. Liwlcy, Hon. Mr. Justice Cioase, 
Mr. W. J. Dowler, city clerk, and the al- 
dermen. 

" Fire a volley " came tho ordor, and a 
shout r"Ho from the soldiers, tho big drum 
boomed and the band bugles sounded. 

General Booth, as he sat in tho Mayor's 
chair, looked tired and somewhat feeble. 
Ho wore the Army uniform and his appear- 
ance was exactly M tho many portraits with 
which almost everyone has become 
familiar, would lead one to fxpeot. 
As it was after six o'clock and tho evening 
meeting in tho theatre was to be at half-paat 
seven, Mayor 'league sensibly refrained 
from a speech and al) once called upon tho 
city clerk to road tho city's welcome to 
General liooth. 

" Why don'c you Bhow him on tho plat- 
form whore everyone can see him 1" Bhouted 
somebody from the back of the denBoly 
crowded apr.rtment, 

" O ! he's hero," replied tho Mayor, while 
General Booth with a smile roee and turned 
himsolf about for the benefit of tho people, 
who applauded and laughed. 

The City Clerk then read the city's ad- 
dress as follows : 

" To General Booth, Commander in Chief of 
the Salvation Army : 

" The undersigned, the Mayor and mem- 
bers of the municipal counoil of the oity of 
Victoria, British Columbia, desire to extend 
to yourself and these accompanying you on 
the occasion of your tirat visit to this city, a 
sincere and hearty welcome. 

" We observe with interest and satisfac- 
tion that municipal and other representa- 
tive bodies along the line of your journey 
from EaBt to Wes', through tho Dominion, 
have availed themselves tf the opportunity 
afforded by your presence to tender their 
congratulations, and to express appreciative 
sentiments in respect to yourself personally, 
and tho inestimable sorvices you have ren- 
dered to mankind. 

" It is not difficult to discern in these ex- 
pressions the willing tribute offered by all 
classes and oreeda to one who, in the brief 
space of twenty years, has gathered around 
him a mighty host of followers, and who has 
left the impress of his genius upon the social 
life of the age. 

" It is gratifying to believe tha*; the tri- 
bute is one that has been inspired by a com- 
mon sympathy with the comprehensive and 
far reaching purposes, the benevolent and 
intenaely practical measures for affording 
succor to human want, alleviating human 
misery and counteracting human depravity, 
which have marked the rise and progreis of 
the groat organi/.Uion known aa the ' Salva- 
tion Army.' 

"Upon tho vital question, partly social 
and partly economic, embracid in your 
schemo, statesmen and political economists, 
poets and novelists have expended their 
best effjrts and propounded divorae theories, 
regarding the feasibility of which, in many 
instances, opinion Boema to be equally 
diverse. 

" Impelled by a great moral earnestness 
and intre|)dity you have gixppled with 
rheso problems, and in your famous work 
have giveu 10 tho world a solution that has 
won the renpnet and admiration of thought 
ful minds in every quarter of the globe, 

" With a proportion at leuat of what you 
have been pleased to call your ' world -wid 
enterprise,' wo claim to have something in 
common. 

" The rolief of distress, public morals, tho 
caro oi the aged, tho infirm and tho desti- 
tute are subjects which by legislative en 
ment come within tho acopo aud function of 
municipal governments. To tboao might 
also bo added duties relating to tho proven 
tion of crime and miademoanor and thi 
means by which men and women aro made 
and kept good citi/. Jna. 

" Whother these responsibilities aro im 
posed as a legal necossity or assumed as t 
moral obligation, that they are Bufiicient in 
theiriBelvea to invito tho application of 
wiadom, ripened oy experience, no ono will 
dony. 

" It Is, thoreforo, with spocial intoroat 
that we give you wolcomo, believing that 
your visit to this city will excito a more 
general and personal concern in tho praoti 
cal oporation of those principles and 
methodB, which in tho development of your 
scheme, have proved a revolutionary power. 

" In conclusion, wo aro ploaaed to know 
that tho financial support accorded to your 
great undertaking has been so widespread 
and generous. 

" It will bo recognized aH a further as- 
surance that thi movement originated by 
you, whloh in many of its essential features 
is unparalleled in the history of mankind, 
\a destined to reach Its fullest consumma- 
tion, and that tho name of tho world's bono- 
faotor, ' General Bootb,' will Iivo in the re- 
constructed livea of millions aa a grateful 
and an imperiahable memory." 

Numerous othor addresses wore to bavo 
been pnsontod, but probably owing to the 
crowd those in charge could not got for- 
ward when tho invitation was given. 

General Booth was tired, and aaid he was 
pleaaod that thore wore no othor addresses 
to be considered. Ho thankod tho Mayor 
and citizens for their welcomo and for tho 
kindly feelings pervading the addrosa. Such 
expression of sympathy with hia work had 
been given him all round the world, and ho 
hoped that his life would bo prolonged so 
that he conld do more to merit tho kind 
approbation of his fellow men. The neoda 

this work were bocoming moro and more 



pressing and would require the attention of 
tho state to deal with. He very briefly 
spoke of tho pleasure hia visit to EiSttrn 
Canada had given him, and said he had long 
looked forward to this trip to B itiBh 
Columbia. He -Joned by invoking God's 
bleaainz on the people of Victoria. 

Col. Lawley, the Genoral'd A D C , at tho 
request of hia ohief offerod up a very brief 
prayer and the proceedings terminated. 

Though tho addresses of tho varloua so- 
cieties were not formally presented, that of 
the W.C.T.U. reached tne General a little 
later, for aa the parly left the platform 
Mra. Grant handed it in. General Booth 
drove to the reaidence of Mr. Justice Crease 
for dinner before the groat meeting at the 
theatre In the evening. 



" DARKEST ENGLAND." 

The General 1 ! Review of the Inception and 
Progress of the Work of the Army. 

The Viotoria theatro was not big enough 
to hold a'l who last Dight. desirod to hear 
General lijoth tell of "Darkest England. " 
The Army turned out in full strongth, boing 
massed upon the stage, the bands in front, 
Half-paat Boven was the hour at which tho 
proceedings were to open, but owing to the 
delay of ihe boat in the afternoon It was im- 
possible for the General to arrive on time. 
To while away tho wait the band played 
aud tho army sang some of thoir character- 
istic hymns. 

A shout of welcome from tho Boldiers 
hailod tho entrance of General Booth's 
p-irty, headed by his Bon, Gunman" ant 
booth, of Toionto, who only arrived last 
night from the H isO. 

Hon Then Davie took the chair, with 
General liooth at. his right. In tho front 
ro»v with iheui s>it Hon Mr. Jubtice Create, 
Rev. P. HoF Maoleod, Senator Mclnnes, 
Hou. J. H Turner, Mr. A. Wilson, Aid. 
Dwyer and Chief of Polica Shoppnrd. 

L d by Cnnimundant Booth, tho audienco 
roan and a reusing hymn was auog. 

Col. LiWley prayed, tho uoldiora at inter- 
vals exclaiming "Hallelujah," "Amen," 
" Praiee Gud," " Yes, wo do Love Jeaus," 
and other fervid expressions. He prayed 
for the success of tho great plan the army 
were purnuing and called for a blessing on 
tho work. 

Hou. Mr. Davie was greeted with hoarty 
applauso. It was, hoBaid, with tho greatest 
pleasure that ho acquitted himself of tho 
honor which had fallen to hia lot to intro- 
duce to tho peoplo of Victoria ono of tho 
most illustrious men of tho ago — 
Goneral liooth, the chief of the Sal- 
vation Army. (Cheora ) The Salvation 
Army whs not a new sect of religion or a 
chuich in any sense, but an institution of 
philanthropy, uniquo in ita character and 
world-wido In its acopo. OtiriBtened by 
General Booth himsolf some 18 yoars ago — 
as he understood— it had omerged from tho 
slums of Whitechapol and the unlovely 
regions about Seven Dials, the atmosphere 
of which it served to purify, and had now 
sproad itself throughout tho world. During 
last year alone the Army had afforded suc- 
cor to closo on three millions of waifs and 
strays, whilo for thousands use- 
lul and suitable employment had 
been found by its endeavors. Tho 
War Cry, its official organ, he ventured to 
say bad tho largest circulation of any peri 
odical in the world (halleluj ih), tho number 
of ii s isauo lastyoar b?ing somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 51,000,000. Tho audience, 
however, did not como to hear a speech 
from him, but wore impatient to hear the 
speaker of the evening. He would there- 
fore without moro ado introduco General 
Booth, commander in-chief of the Salvation 
Army. (ChoerB ) 

General Booth, who waa most enthusi- 
astically applauded, went right to his sub- 
ject after a few brief worda of thanks to the 
Attornoy-General, the audience and tho 
peoplo of Victoria. He talks without many 
gestures, hia hands mostly behind his back, 
and without raiaing hia voice. He de- 
clared that theae affeotionate (aa he might 
call them) reoeptiona mado him feol more 
humble and led him to hope that he would 
accomplish more in tho future than in the 
past. 

He had, ho continued, written a book 
some years ago that had created no small 
amouutof interest, and he waa glad of it. Tho 
one thing then present in hia mind was that 
the hell in whiah those poor pooplo ho 
wrote about lived might be shown to tho 
world, and thus securing for them sympathy 
and help. It would bo too long a story to tell 
how that book came about, it was a eort of 
spiritual evolution. Tho Army had done a 
great deal to relieve misory, fur the Salva- 
tionist not only strives to save a man's soul 
but also to help him in this world aa well. 
One half tho world did not know how tho 
other half lived, and it was astonishing how 
hard it waa for those who iivo in the lap of 
abuodnros to know what miseries there 
woro in tho world. Peoplo wero often 
taken up too much with their own troubles 
to turn their eyes on othor people's misery. 
How could ho convey any idea of the Bor 
rows of the peoplo ho Bought to help. In a 
picturo in hiB "Darkest England" ho had 
triid to have it depicted by a dark eoa with 
men struggling, somo sinking und a few 
escaping. He had fovnd in othor 
parts ot the world, in the big cities of Aua- 
tralis, that thore wero slums aa hidooua us 
any in London, and in Now York it was tho 
Bame. Statistics thowod that crime and 
drunkonnosB and loat pooplo wero in tho U. 
S. in vast numbers. If British Columbia 
had not theBO sorrows should not its pooplo 
feol for tho poor wrotcheB who woro not so 
very faraway — evon in Canada. 

It waB hard to explain to tho woll fed 
what poverty waa. It was an awful thing 
to Iivo and die, so to speak, of slow starva 
votion and under circumstances that made 
it all tho harder to endure. " Tako slum 
life — Hut what's tho uao, you don't know 
what a alum is perhaps," ho said. Ho would 
give them an inatanca of a alum. It was a 
common case. In London it was a narrow 
alley shut in by houses, and down it 
the raya of tho sun never go 
tho fetid odors of gorbago forever rising, 
Ho drow piotures of tho wretched Uvea of 
tho mlserablo peoplo who inhabit tho Blums, 
drawing in graphio word picturoa miserable 
womon, ono with blackened eyes, which 
hor drunkon husband had given her ; an- 
other, a poor croaturo whoso babe died in 
hor arms whilo she tried to oko out hor ox- 
iBtenoo In trying to soli match boxua. Such 
wero tho pooplo tho Army tried to holp and 
for whose aid alum corpa wore 
formed. His schome was to drag theBO 
peoplo out of their terriblo destitution to a 
bettor life. He askod for aympathy and 
a holping hand for these poor pooplo who 
oouldnoc get up and help themselves. Tho 
same sort of assistance might surely bo 
given to a man as to a hack horso that falls 
on tho road. Ho askod for such help for tho 
poor man who fell in tho battlo of lifo. 
When a poor follow was down and over- 
whelmed by drunkenness and other habits 
surely thoy ought to try and holp him. 

Thnn thoro woro tho poor fallen women. 
It was, ho supposed, not the thing to talk 
about them, and perhaps that was tho rea- 
son tho poor thlnga wore loft in thoir 
wrotohodneaa. Ho supposed that at loaali 
3,000 of theBO girls wore passing through 
tho Salvation Army every year. Ho told 
of a poor young girl, doceivod and wrongod 
by a villain who fled and loft her with n 
ohiid, Sho had klllod her child that it 



might never live to share its mother's shame. 
She was convicted but pardoned through 
the tff.irta of the Army and on o indition 
that they would look after hi-r. (Applause ) 
There were thousonda upon thousands ot 
such poor women who needed help. Take 
the criminal olasses, tho general idea was 
that wrongdoers should smart for it. 
Everyone for that matter waa a sinner and 
all would smart for it in the long run if 
they did rnr rh^ain pardon. 

Here the General stopped and amid some 
amusoment called attention to the excellent 
fit ot his shoes. He went on to tell a story 
of a lad who joined some burglars 
who robbed a aaloon keeper. "And if any- 
one ia to be robbed,'' said the General, 
" let it be the saloon-keeper." (Laughter.) 
He did not want It, however, to go forth 
that he wished to incite burglars to rob 
saloon keepers. Now this man after he had 
done bis term could not get any work and 
took to stealing Finally after doing 
several terms he had fallen in with tho 
army and was now manager of the boot and 
shoe department of tho priaon help 
branch. (Applause. ) Peoplo would not 
allow a flock of sheep to suffooato 
in a pit, and how much batter was a man 
than a sheep ! Here were thouaanda and 
thousands of wrotohod men, and humanity 
said, "Roacuo them!" Religion today 
with maay peoplo wbb only an intellectual 
belief, and with others waaonly anatteaiptto 
got aa much as possible out of tho Almighty 
with as little trouble as possible. Christian- 
ity, aa ho understood it, however, pointed 
to the submerged and ecnoed ClnlBt's 
words, "That ia thy neighbor," If 
they wero going to help the destitute and 
the fallen they must go on oartain prin- 
ciples. Thti question must bo grappled 
with, and the community must take off ito 
coat and go to work. If they saw men 
perishing in a burning ooal pit thoy would 
not stand on religious or political differences 
but get tho men out. So ho said to them in 
regard to the poor destitute, " get the men 
out. (Applause ) If a Bhip waa foundering 
off the shore would Canadians take an or- 
gan down to the shore aud Bing pretty 
hymnB t (Laughter.) No! If the men 
did not go in tho lifeboat the women would. 
(Laughter and applaUHO.) England gave a 
hundred million a yoar to help tho poor, 
but if it wua apont on tho principle ho laid 
down, ho claimed that they would do away 
with poverty in time, und then thoy could 
give the monoy to tho Salvation Army. 
(Laughter.) Itwasall vory well to talk about 
helping the poor, but it waa inhuman und 
unchristian to look into a man's or 
woman's antecedents beforo helping them. 
" Christ came not to call the rightooui but 
sinners to repentance." " The man is down, 
never mind how ho got down, help him up, 
and tho man who does not want to got up, 
why make him got up," said tho General 
earnestly. Tho Army had tried to put theso 
ideas into practice. To illustrato, in London 
to-day they fed 1120,000 hungry men, women 
and children. They gave a moal for a cent, 
and those who had no money got tho meal, 
but had to work for it. Th n no ono need- 
ed to pasa tho night in tho Btreeta 
of London, for there wero tho Sal- 
7atlon homes and 5,000 were given 
aholter every night. For two cants 
a man got a " ait down " where ho could 
rest his head and arms and sleep. For four 
conts a bed waa furniahed ; for anothorcent 
he could get a bath, and if a man had novor 
had a bath aince hia mother washod him it 
mado him quite religious. Then if he was 
afraid his garments would walk away thero 
waB a chamber of horrors where his clothea 
could bo cremated, and If he wont in 30,000 
strong he come out ono individually. (Roars 
of laughter.) 

Somo people found fault with the Army 
for not looking into a man's character. 
Why, if a rich man went into u palaoe hotel 
with a lady on hia arm nobody asked into 
his character or inquired if the lady was 
his wife or hiB neighbor's as long 
as he paid the bill. So with 
these poor men, they put down their two 
conts and got their lodging juat like in any 
other hotel. They must help theae men and 
make them assist in working out their own 
salvation. They could not aavo a drunkard 
unless ho was made aober, nor a lazy man 
till ho waa made to work. Could they not 
be helped '.' If they could not bo helped It 
would bo a libel on tho religion of Chriat ; 
but they could bo helped. Tho Army had 
now some thirteen industries in oporation in 
Graat Britain, and after aix month's trisl 
they found that 63J per cont. of tho crim- 
inals taken up wore how making an honest 
living. Then, aa to the poor loat women, 
after three year's trial it was found that of 
tho glrla who had been three or four 
montha in Hie home, on an average thoro 
wore 80 per cent, now walking in tho puths 
of virtue. Take tho idle, after a little 
patience with them it was found that 7"> per 
cent, of them wero willing to work. For 
the other 25 per cent, he would ask for leg- 
islative aaaiatanco to make them work. He 
would like to see them put in prison. He 
would Bay to them " My friend horo'a your 
work and hero's your hreukfuBt, but you 
wou't have your breakfast till you do tho 
work." (Laughter aud applauso.) 

Productive work had to bo found for men. 
If thoro wero 200 men and only work for 
100 eomething had to bo done. Thero waa 
only ono way and that was to put them on 
the land. It Wis said that thero 
woro too many men on the land 
now. Thore woro not, it was tho condi- 
tions that woro wrong. When ho waa in 
Australia he said, O, for a chance to put tho 
submerged 3,000,000 on tho land. Peoplo 
said, " But, thero would bo no market." 
What would ho do with tho stuff produced, 
thon ho wub asked. "Kit it." (Appluuae.) 
Ho would givo a man just what land ho 
oould work and no moio, L it peoplo live in 
tho garden like Adam and Eve and novor 
mind tho export of thoir produots. The 
farm colony, with 1,500 aorea undor cultiva- 
tion, was touched on. Tho work had 
brought up tho value of land all around it. 
There was everything dono thero to touch 
men to muko a living off tho land, 
oithor in England or anywhoro elso. 
The pooplo had given him £180,000 to 
start with and ho ehould always bo asking 
for monfy till peoplo came to him with it.
